Our  proper  weapons  here  are  our  brains,  our  industry  and  the 
virtues  of  our  social  and  political  faith.  A competition  with  Russia  in  these  terms  would 
be  a positively  exhilarating  experience. 


Toynbee  says  that  for  the  sake  of  this  result  (removing  all  risk  of  nuclear  war) , he 
would  accept  whatever  accompanying  conditions  the  Soviets  would  impose.  . . . Toyn- 
bee’s plea  really  amounts  to  unconditional  surrender  — at  a single  stroke  or  in  stages. 

What  would  surrender  to  the  Soviets  imply?  Toynbee  refers  to  the  opinion  of  most 
Soviet  experts,  including  Kennan,  that  the  Communists  expect  to  win  the  world  by  poli- 
tical and  economic  means  rather  than  by  military  conquest;  he  thinks  this  means  by 
competition  rather  than  by  occupation.  There  is  confusion  here.  Soviet  policy  aims  to 
extend  its  domination  without  the  risk  of  major  war;  but  it  has  never  hesitated  to  use 
force  or  the  threat  of  force  as  a means  of  policy.  If  his  proposal  was  adopted  by  the  West, 
the  Soviets  would  have  unlimited  possibilities  of  expanding  their  domination  by  political 
blackmail  without  war  — ultimately,  at  their  own  pace,  all  over  the  world.  For  “without 
war”  would  not,  in  this  case,  mean  “without  force”;  and  there  is  ultimately  no  means  of 
resisting  a monopoly  of  force  in  the  hands  of  a ruthlessly  determined  power.

In  their  effect  on  enterprise,  supply  of  effort,  accumulation  of  wealth 
and  numerous  other  economic  phenomena  the  social  valuations  which  motivate  people 
are  quite  important 

The  attitudes  towards  profit,  accumulation  and  lavish  consumption  vary  between 

countries.  In  the  few  underdeveloped  countries  with  genuine  political  leanings  to  the 
left,  the  attitude  towards  profits  is  borrowed  from  the  historic  and  by-gone  experience 
of  foreign  monopolies  and  domestic  rentiers.  The  resulting  contempt  for  profits  stands  in 
the  way  of  a rational  planning  of  the  public  sector  projects  in  these  countries.  In  India, 
Pakistan,  Ceylon  and  elsewhere,  public  corporations  have  until  very  recently  been  re- 
luctant to  make  large  profits,  regardless  of  whether  they  operate  road  transport  or 
manufacture  heavy  machinery.  The  consequent  under-pricing  of  products  leads  to  fiscal 
difficulties,  as  well  as  to  excessive  use  and  wastage  of  scarce  and  valuable  commodities. 

Attitudes  towards  accumulation  can  also  be  deleterious.  If  thrift  is  not  valued  but 
equated  with  greed,  savings  may  prove  difficult  to  secure.  The  phenomenal  rate  of  growth 
of  G.N.P.  in  Japan  before  the  Second  World  War  is  to  be  attributed,  among  other  things, 
to  the  fact  that  the  Japanese  preferred  the  traditional,  modest  patterns  of  consumption 
and  did  not  go  massively  for  the  consumer  durables  that  were  flooding  the  Western 
markets  at  the  time.  In  consequence,  Japanese  households  could  accumulate  large  cash 
savings  without  social  opprobrium  (extreme  dislike) . 

Attitudes  towards  luxury  consumption  can  also  be  relevant.  The  mild  inflation  and 
investment  boom  that  usually  attends  acceleration  in  the  growth  of  incomes  tends  to 
lead  to  high  profits.  They  are  also  generally  accompanied  by  taxation  and  other  stiff  and 
unwelcome  measures  of  austerity.  If  the  profits  were  to  be  spent  on  luxury  consump- 
tion, this  would  create  very  great  tensions.  A social  valuation,  therefore,  in  favor  of 
accumulation  and  against  lavish  consumption,  will  prevent  the  difficulties  that  are 
otherwise  inherent  in  a situation  of  rapid  expansion.

For  the  strengthening  of  world  peace,  it  would  be  of  tremendous  importance  to 
establish  firm,  friendly  relations  between  the  two  biggest  powers  of  the  world,  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  United  States  .... 

We  want  to  be  friends  and  to  cooperate  with  the  United  States  in  the  effort  for 
peace  and  security  of  the  peoples  as  well  as  in  the  economic  and  cultural  fields. 

We  pursue  this  with  good  intention,  without  holding  a stone  behind  our  back. 

The  Soviet  people  have  stated  and  declare  again  that  they  do  not  want  war.  If  the 
Soviet  Union  and  the  countries  friendly  to  it  are  not  attacked,  we  shall  never  use  any 
weapons  either  against  the  United  States  or  against  any  other  countries.  We  do  not  want 
any  horrors  of  war,  destruction,  suffering  and  death  for  ourselves  or  for  any  other  peo- 
ple. We  say  this  not  because  we  fear  anyone.  Together  with  our  friends,  we  are  united 
and  stronger  than  ever.  But  precisely  because  of  that  do  we  say  that  war  can  and  should 
be  prevented.  Precisely  because  we  want  to  rid  mankind  of  war,  we  urge  the  Western 
powers  to  peaceful  and  lofty  competition.  We  say  to  all:  Let  us  prove  to  each  other 
the  advantages  of  one’s  own  system  not  with  fists,  not  by  war,  but  peaceful  economic 
competition  in  conditions  of  peaceful  coexistence  .... 

But  when  we  say  that  in  the  competition  between  the  two  systems,  the  capitalist 
and  the  socialist,  our  system  will  win,  this  does  not  mean,  of  course,  that  we  shall  achieve 
victory  by  interfering  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  capitalist  countries.  Our  confidence 
in  the  victory  of  communism  is  of  a different  kind.  It  is  based  on  a knowledge  of  the 
laws  governing  the  development  of  society.  Just  as  in  its  time  capitalism,  as  the  more 
progressive  system,  took  the  place  of  feudalism,  so  will  capitalism  be  inevitably  super- 
seded by  communism  — the  more  progressive  and  more  equitable  social  system.  We  are 
confident  of  the  victory  of  the  socialist  system  because  it  is  a more  progressive  system 
than  the  capitalist  system.  Soviet  power  has  been  in  existence  for  only  a little  more  than 
forty  years,  and  during  these  years  we  have  gone  through  two  of  the  worst  wars,  repuls- 
ing the  attacks  of  enemies  who  attempted  to  strangle  us.  Capitalism  in  the  United  States 
has  been  in  existence  for  more  than  a century  and  a half,  and  the  history  of  the  United 
States  has  developed  in  such  a way  that  never  once  have  enemies  landed  on  American 
territory. 

Yet  the  dynamics  of  the  development  of  the  U.S.S.R.  and  the  U.S.A.  are  such  that 
the  42-year-old  land  of  the  Soviets  is  already  able  to  challenge  the  150-year-old  capitalist 
state  to  economic  competition;  and  the  most  farsighted  American  leaders  are  admitting 
that  the  Soviet  Union  is  fast  catching  up  with  the  United  States  and  will  ultimately  out- 
strip it.
